art for additional teachings about liquid crystal displays. Maeda teaches that having an opening 
in an apparatus that holds an LCD allows an external light source to act as a backlight. See, for

lead one of ordinary skill in the art to illuminate other LCDs, such as the LCD in the memory 
card disclosed by No, using a rearward opening.
